JURISDICTION  OF  THE  PORT. 

The  limits  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Port  Health 

Authority  as  defined  by  the  Order  constituting  the  Authority 
are  as  follows 

"All  that  part  of  the  said  Port  of  Swansea  whioh 
lies  on  the  landward  side  of  a straight  line  drawn  from 
the  Mumbles  Point  to  the  South-eastern  extremity  cf  the 
said  Port  at  Hash  Point , together  with  the  waters  of  the 
said  Port  of  Swansea,  within  such  limits,  and  all  docks, 
basins,  harbours,  creeks,  rivers,  channels,  roads,  bays  and 
streams  within  the  aforesaid  limits,  and  the  place  or  places 
which  may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  as  the  Customs 
Boarding  Station  or  Stations  for  such  part  of  the  said  Port 
and  the  place  or  places  for  the  time  being  appointed  for 
the  mooring  or  anchoring  of  ships  for  such  part  of  the  said 
Port  under  any  Regulations  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread 
of  diseases  issued  under  the  Authority  of  the  Statutes  in 
that  behalf,  and  for  the  purposes  of  any  Regulations  as 
aforesaid  shall  also  extend  to  any  ship  which  in  pursuance 
thereof,  or  of  any  directions  given  thereunder,  shall  be 
woored  or  anchored  at  the  place  appointed  thereunder  as 
aforesaid,  or  which  shall  be  on  its  way  thither. H

I regret  to  report  that  unauthorised  "boarding  of 
■vessels  while  under  sanitary  detention  continues  if 
in  diminished  amount.  Where  it  occurs  the  Master 
invaria.bly  pleads  inability  to  place  a guard  cn  the 
gangway  or  ladder.  Until  this  comes  to  be  regarded 
as  an  essential  portion  of  ship  discipline  it  is 
likely  that  unauthorised  boarding  will  continue 
especially  when  circumstances  as  in  Swansea,  ^ 
necessitate  a detained  ship  proceeding  to  her  berth 
to  await  medical  inspection  at  the  end  of  the  tide, 
or  at  the  first  free  period  during  admissions  to 
dock.

During  the  year  I met  the .District  Engineer  of  the  G.W. 
Railway  Comps, hy:;  and  surveyed  with  him  the  Port-  Talbot  Dock 
water  supply  system.  I arranged  with  the  Engineer  that 
whenever  the  chlorination,  plant  requires  attention  the 
water  supply  shall  be  cut  off,  and  before  tjie  water  is 
again  put  into  service,  water , shall -be,  run  through 
the  plant  to  wash  out  the  length:  of  pipe  between  the 
pi  ant  and  cutting  off  point.  I also  arranged  for 
samples  to  be  taken,  not  only  at  the'  present  sampling 
point,  which  is  situated  between  the  Chlorination  plant 
and  cutting  off  point  already  mentioned,  but  at  the 
South,  Hydr&.ulic  Power  Station.  Since  then  weekly 
samples,  hs.ve  been  ta.ken  alternately  at  thes*e  two  points, 
and  have  consistently  shown  excellent  results.  I am 
satisfied  that- we  are  now  getting  a water  supply  of 
a high  degree  of  purity  from  the  Cwmbrombil  source.
